In either event it 
is quite reasonable to believe that 
there was quite a large dump of 
roots or very late planting, which 
would be likely to mean either a 
short crop or a lot of immature roots 
for this year’s harvest.

Such roots keep perfectly in 
storage all winter and spring with- 
out rotting or shriveling and they 
always give you a perfect plant with 
a profusion of beautiful flowers. 

We wish you could visit us this 
fall and take a trip through our 
gardens. Here you would see, not 


just a few plants of each of a num-, 


ber of varieties as you would find in 
most dahlia gardens, but whole fields 
devoted to nothing but dahlias— 
large mass plantings of thousands 
of plants of each of the leading

state of cultivation possib’e and 
offering an inspiration to almost 
any man who likes to see things 
grow and grow right. We should also

like to have you go through our 
storage cellars. Here we have abso- 
lutely fireproof and frostproof stor- 
age built especially for dahlias and 
with a capacity of 3,000,000 roots 
each season. We believe after such 
a visit to our place you would be 
convinced that your chance of get- 
ting the best stock available is real- 
ly greater when you deal with us 
than it would be were you to buy 
from some source where growing 
facilities are less complete. 


Many of those who note the large 
investment we have made in our 
business often raise the question re- 
garding the permanency and stabil- 
ity of th e dahlia business and 
whether or not such a large invest- 
ment is really practicable. I know 
that many horticultural lines are ex- 
tremely faddy. Not many years ago 
the rock gardens were in everybody’s 
mind and all the members of the 
trade were featuring rock garden 
plants. Today you hardly ever hear 
the rock garden mentioned. Peren- 
nials, iris, mums, peonies and similar 
plants seem to be popular one year 
and perhaps away off the next. I do 
not think this condition exists in 
either the gladiolus or dahlia field. 
People buy these plants this spring, 
raise them during the summer, and 
next spring they are in the market 
for more of them. They do not carry 
them over, either because they can- 
not keep them through the w:nter 
well or because they want new and 
different varieties. That is why our 
business has been growing steadily 
since it was founded 30 years ago. 
People like the glad for cutting pur- 
poses but you only get one bloom 
per p'ant whereas with dahlias you 
can cut and come again all through 
the fall season and growers find 
them much more satisfactory than 
any other flower grown because 


without question the dahlia is the 
most responsive of all flowering 
p-ants. You can take the same varie- 
ty in the hands of several growers 
and the difference in size and color 
and quantity of bloom is so much 
greater with the different growers 
that the really good grower always 
outclasses the poorer grower to such 
an extent that he can always pat 
himself on the back — and who is 
there among us that doesn’t like to 
brag a little. It is for this very rea- 
son that we believe the dahlia will 
become more popular every year so 
long as they are available to the 
public at such reasonable prices as 
now prevail. 


AsI look back over the years since 
we started our business I cannot 
help but recall the many, many va- 
rieties of dahlias which we first 
offered to the wholesale trade and 
which are still today among the 
most popular varieties grown.

(CHIEF, which was originated by a 
grower in W:sconsin and first 
brought to our attention by Mr. Rip- 
pin of Sears, Roebuck and Co. was 
introduced by us and also first offer- 
ed to the general public by Inter- 
State Nurseries. We have sold this 
variety to growers in every state in 
the union and all our possessions by 
the hundreds of thousands. In fact, 
it is probably the most widely grown 
dahlia in the world and without 
question is the very best red ball

dahlia ever offered. MONARCH OF 
THE EAST was originated by Almy 
(the originater of Lord of Autumn) 
whose original planting stock was 
traded to J. D. Long of Boulder, 
Colorado and shipped direct to us to 
be propagated on a share basis for 
Mr. Long, who was the first to offer 
the variety through his catalog. We 
grow this variety by the thousands 
and it is generally considered as the 
finest and largest bronze dahlia 
known. The SPY was originated by 
Mr. J. K. Alexander who sold me his 
stock when he was 78 years old. This 
was first listed by Mr. Condon, Jr. 
of R. H. Shumway Seedsman and is 
regarded today as the finest red 
pompon ever produced. 

We could go on with a number of
